Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Susan L. Mizeron 9/29/2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

(1) regarding claim 1 amend "means adapted to delay sending the job state 
message for a second time period when the second job state message is received in 
accordance with an output of the network traffic monitoring means and sends only the 
most recent state message when the second time period expires ." on lines 22-24. 

(2) regarding claim 12 amend "means adapted to delay sending the job state 
message for a second time period when the second job state message is received in 
accordance with an output of the network traffic monitoring means and sends only the 
most recent state message when the second time period expires." on lines 26-30. 

(3) regarding claim 13 amend "delay sending the job state message for a 
second time period when a second job state message is received in accordance with 
an output of the network traffic monitoring step and sends only the most recent state 
message when the second time period expires " on lines 18-19. 

(4) regarding claim 21 amend "delaying sending the job state message for a 
second time period when a second job state message is received in accordance with 
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an output of the network traffic monitoring step and sends only the most recent state 
message when the second time period expires." on lines 24-28. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6, 10-16 and 19-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(1) Claims 1-6, 10-11, 13-16 and 19-20 are directed to a feedback component 
and a method for providing continuous feedback from a printing system. Claims 1 and 
13 identify the uniquely distinct features of "network traffic monitoring means adapted 
for monitoring a data volume on the associated network and means adapted to delay 
sending the job state message for a second time period when the second job state 
message is received in accordance with an output of the network traffic monitoring 
means and sends only the most recent state message when the second time period 
expires." The closest prior art Ochiai (US 6,734,985) teaches a printer module for giving 
notification of the status of the printer receives a request from a host to the effect that 
the host be registered as the destination of printer-status notification. The printer 
module responds by registering the host as a printer-status notification destination in a 
notification-destination registration table. The registered information includes 
registration retention time. A time-out module in the printer deletes registration, for 
which the retention time has expired, from the notification-destination registration table 
(see abstract) and Yokota el at. (US 2003/0099197) teaches a congestion control 
system provided in a connection portion between a network for an Internet provider and 
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the Internet estimates a processing capability of a Web server on the basis of states of 
TCP/IP such as a window size of connection being connected, a cancellation rate of 
packet, a response time, a throughput and the like in a congestion state of the Web 
server to be requested and a network to the Web server and calculates a regulation 
duration for each Web server on the basis of the processing capability and the number

Claims 12 and 21 identify the 
uniquely distinct features of "network traffic monitoring means adapted for monitoring a 
data volume on the associated network and means adapted to delay sending the job 
state message for a second time period when the second job state message is received 
in accordance with an output of the network traffic monitoring means and sends only the 
most recent state message when the second time period expires." The closest prior art 
Ochiai (US 6,734,985) teaches in a printer module for giving notification of the status of 
the printer receives a request from a host to the effect that the host be registered as the 
destination of printer-status notification. The printer module responds by registering the 
host as a printer-status notification destination in a notification-destination registration 
table. The registered information includes registration retention time. A time-out module 
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in the printer deletes registration, for which the retention time has expired, from the 
notification-destination registration table (see abstract) and Yokota el at. (US 
2003/0099197) teaches a congestion control system provided in a connection portion
